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Two new computer 
programs are launched 


® Certificates in service 
and networking of computers 
offered in response to 
students' growing interest

electronic and engineering technol 

ogy have resulted in the introduc- 
tion of two new academic courses of 
study this year. 

The two new certificate programs— 
for training in computer servicing and 
networking—are geared with future job 
placements in mind for students. 

The main goal 
of the computer 
service specialist 
program is to give 
students the tools 
to successfully in- 
stall, maintain, 
configure and re- 
pair hardware 
used in personal 
computers. 

Students in the 
networking areas 
learn similar prin- 
ciples as the ser- 
vice specialist stu- 
dents, but are more focused on linking 
up computer networks. 

These two programs have been insti- 
tuted with the help of John Mason, dean 
of math, science and technology, and 
the course instructors, John Matrona 
and Kristen Gainley. 

Gainley, a former student at NECC, 
was hired to assist in these new pro- 
grams. 

“My immediate goal is to have stu- 
dents have successful semester in these 
new programs,” Gainley said. 

One of the main reasons for the cre- 
ation of these programs is the increase 
of students in credit computer classes 
and technology areas. 

In the last five years, the number of 
students enrolled in credit computer 
courses has risen 46 percent, and the 
number of students in electronic tech-

nology courses has risen 76 percent. 

The new programs are well received 
so far, administrators say, noting that 
all sections of PC maintenance and re- 
pair are either full or over-full and only 
a few slots remain in the introduction to 
computer networking classes. 

Mason and Gainley both give credit 
to Vice President of Academic Affairs 
Paul Bevilacqua and the academic af- 
fairs committee for getting the curricula 
set up and approved. 

Mason also praised the effort of the 
maintenance crew members who set up 
the areas. 

“The maintenance crew is terrific," 
Mason said. "They have always worked 
around the students and done their best 
to not cause a disruption.” 

These new programs have also 
brought forth 
new labs and a 
smart classroom 
in the E-building 
and the revitaliza- 
tion of the pro- 
jection room, also 
in the E-building. 

Each of the 
new labs was de- 
signed with the 
specific needs of 
the students in 
the two programs 
designed. 

The network- 
ing lab contains all state-of-the-art equip- 
ment that is not specialized for educa- 
tion. The service labs are set up for 
students learning the basic and advanced 
levels of PC care, maintenance and re- 
pair. 

The new smart classroom has the feel 
of a corporate board room. The installed 
equipment allows instructors to give 
Powerpoint presentations as well as 
project information from the Internet. 

The projection rooms contain some 
of the same technology as the smart 
classrooms, with exception of the larger 
student capacity and the state of the art 
500-watt sound system. 

The eventual goal, administrators say, 
is to turn the networking certificate in 
to an associates degree course, but the 
computer service specialist will remain 
a one-year certificate program.

Callahan received a bachelor's degree in 
journalism from Northeastern University 
and a master of fine arts degree in literary 
nonfiction from Columbia University. 

“We are thrilled to have Amy on board,” 
said President David Hartleb. “She has an 
impressive background, is an excellent com- 
municator, and is eager to work with com- 
munity college students. I am confident 
that she will be able to continue the na- 
tional reputation that Joe has built for the 
Observer.” 

Callahan recently returned from New 
York City to her native area and is now 
living in Newburyport. She is familiar with 
the college and is looking forward to her 
new role. 

“Teaching the craft of reporting and 
writing will be very rewarding,” Callahan 
said. “And I hope my love of the creative 
process, grounded by my training as a prag- 
matic journalist, enhances the student work 
both in the classroom and in the news- 
room.” 

“We are very proud of our student news- 
paper,” Hartleb said. “It has proven time 
and time again that it can compete with the 
big schools and continue to bring home 
awards.”

The club 
sponsored a successful trip to 
Paris last January, DeSarro 
said. 

The alliance also is organiz-

en I was walking through my 

favorite haunt, the music store, I 

saw a large display for a new 

artist named BT. Just looking at the blue- 

eyed, spiky hair-do doll face on the cover, I 

assumed this was a new teen heartthrob 
and nearly passed it by. 

But then, over the store speakers, I heard 
such an unfamiliar sound with a familiar 
voice. It bombarded my brain with elec- 
tronic drum and bass and hypnotic vocals 
that rambled in random intervals that, 
somehow, made sense. 

The song was “Never Gonna Come Back 
Down,” the artist was BT, and the voice was 
M. Doughty (of Soul Coughing). After that 
three minutes of standing like an idiot in 
front of the store speaker, I went back to the 
display and nabbed the treasure I had al- 
most overlooked. 

The album, “Movement in Still Life,” was 
much more than I expected from my first 
impression of this artist. BT took about 20 
different genres and packed them into 11 
blissful tracks. In one listen you will be 
exposed to elements of trance, hip-hop, 
alternative rock and beautiful melodies, 
and that is just on the surface.

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The impressive thing is that he was able 
to blend them tastefully. Nothing on this 
album will have you skipping tracks be- 


cause you lost the music somewhere in the” 


first 30 seconds. 

A little info on the artist: BT are the 
initials of this DJ from the British dance 
scene. His real name is Brian Transeau. And 
he has one heck of a track record in En- 
gland. It turns out that this is BT’s third 


major label release (his first in the U.S.) 

Not to say that he has no creds here on 
American soil. You can hear the workings of 
BT in his collaboration with Tori Amos on 
the songs “Talula” and “Blue Skies.” 

And; of course, BT doesn’t work alone on 
this album. He is aided by DJ Davey Dave 
and DJ Butter Wolf(who provide the scratch- 
ing on many tracks); M. Doughty and Kirsty 
Hawkshaw provide vocals for selected tracks; 


and rappers Hutchie, Rascoe and Fiby Grand 
throw down tame rhymes that even hip- 
hop naysayers can enjoy. 

I know that there are lots of pluses, but 
there are a few minuses. The scratching in 
the album is great, but in today’s musical 
world, it is officially a staple and at the same 
time a cliche. And as cool as it sounds, it is 
overused. Especially on this album. | 
wouldn’t mind if it were a refreshing new 
twist on scratching, but it is the same old, 
same old. 

Another minus is the song “Shame.” 
And this is because it is the black sheep of 


the album. BT decided to throw an average, 


alternative-style rock song into his mix of 


‘multi-genre Euro dance. And though the 


song is good, it is the square peg in the 
circular hole. It doesn’t fit. But that’s about 
it on the minuses. 

Other than those couple boo-boos, I have 
a feeling that if you are a fan of the musical 
styling of Moby and the Crystal Method, 
this will be a must-have for you. But even if 
you are not a big fan of the trance/dance 
techno scene I really recommend this as a 
versatile album that will be good for at least ~ 
a listening to, if not a worthy addition to | 
your CD collection.

"Any Given Sunday," Oliver Stone’s intense, bone-crushing 
football movie has just came out on video. 

This movie is great for the hardcore football fan because 
it takes a look at every angle of a professional football team.

elcome to the rest of your life. The decision to 
Ws: to college is a big one regardless of where 
you attend. It is no different at NECC. 

It can be a difficult adjustment coming from a small 
high school, but then again, any high school looks small 
compared to NECC. Instead of a school of 1,000 people 
all from one town, you are going to school with more 
than 6,000 students from more than a dozen communi- 
ties. It can look like a jungle, but it’s not. 

Unlike most colleges, you are known by name at 
NECC. You are not a number or just another student. 
Any professor I’ve had here has always taken the time to 
learn my name. I don’t know anyone who goes to a four- 
year college that can say that. 

Instructors here aren’t hard to talk to either. If 
problems adjusting to college life arise, talk to any 
instructor here and they will be able to help you. 

I came from a small high school where the total 
population barely reached 500. The difference between 
6,000 people and 500 people was the big adjustment for 
me. 

Six thousand people is almost the entire population 
of my hometown. I had my sights set on a four-year 
college, but because of financial problems, NECC was 
my educational choice. 

I'll admit I looked at NECC as “just a community 
college.” I quickly found out this was not a good attitude 
to have. Even though some people spend $30,000 every 
year for college think NECC is a step down, it isn’t. 

NECC is a place to take education seriously. You take 
the same courses here that your friends do at places like 
the University of Massachusetts. And if NECC is a pit- 
stop on your way to a four-year college, then most of 
your credits will go with you. 

When you first start classes, expect some frustration. 
Long lines to buy books and change classes can be a 
pain, but they don’t last for more than a week. Getting 
used to a new time schedule is a big adjustment as well. 

NECC has so much to offer. I started in the fall of 1998 
not knowing anyone. But through all of my classes, and 
working on the Observer, I have met many new and 
interesting people. 

I did not want to give NECC a chance, which held me 
back for some time. I am now glad I made this choice. 
Not only is NECC a good financial alternative to expen- 
sive universities, but is a good place to start if you 
haven't decided on a career path. 

Joining the student clubs and organizations here are 
a good way to make friends. Clubs like the Observer 
introduce you to people who have similar interests. It is 
a way to get more out the school. 

The Student Activities office also runs many func- 
tions over the course of the year. These dances, cookouts 
and other events are a good way to get know people 
outside the classroom. They are an inexpensive way to 
have fun, yet learn more about the people at NECC. 

These are just a few tips on the road to success at 
NECC. Every new student goes through just about the 
same thing, so when you think you're the only one, 
remember you're not. 

Aside from your instructors, there are many sources 
for help, whether you need help with your academics, or 
for a personal problem, there is a counselor at NECC for 
you.

house as students scurry to their classes, teachers struggle 
to remember everyone’s name, and beyond all that, 
there’s still homework and exams. 

If you find yourself having a hard time with Shakespeare or 
you just can’t figure out why 6x+3=15, there are people who 
can help you. 

The college’s academic support center offers a number of 
programs for students, including the math, reading and 
writing labs, available to all students free of charge. 

The three centers are run on a drop-in basis, so you don’t 
need to set up an appointment. The extra help is free and the 
tutors can assist students on either an individual or group 
basis. 

In the math lab, tutors have a range of expertise and help 
students working on basic math up to calculus. 

In addition, the lab offers classes to students on an indi- 
vidual basis, meaning you pay the same price as a regular 
class, except there is only one student. 

These classes are offered in basic math and basic algebra on 
a limited basis. 

“Our biggest assets are our individualized tutoring and our 
staff,” said Linda Murphy, math center coordinator. “We have 
a qualified staff trained in math, which is sympathetic to 
students’ needs.” 

The math center deals with students’ math anxiety, not 
just math skills. She said some students have specific prob- 
lems in math, and these problems can be detected so students 
can be placed in the appropriate classes. 

Murphy said the math lab is popular with students and is 
sometimes filled to capacity during key hours, “so come early 
before the seats are full.” 

The math center is open weekdays, 8 a.m. to 3 p.m., and in 
the evening, 5:30 to 8:30 p.m., Monday through Thursday. 

The reading lab helps students on an individual basis with 
reading and studying skills. The lab is mostly used by students 
taking basic and college reading programs, said coordinator 
Mary Roche, but all students are encouraged to stop in and get 
help working out their problems. 

“We help students with reading anxiety, note- taking skills 
or with vocabulary techniques,” she said. “We work (with 
students) on an individual basis and all students are welcome. 
We try to help those who really need to bring their skills up 
to a higher reading level.” 

The employees in the reading lab work to help students 
handle college level textbooks and to enhance their reading 
skills. 

“We're very supportive of the students,” Roche said. “We 
put them in contact with people on our staff to help them out 
with problems. Our people are always willing to talk to

ne valuable service offered 

O to all students is the academic ad- 

vising center. The goal of the center 

is to enhance and improve students’ poten- 

tial for growth, and, most importantly, it is 
free of charge. 

The academic advising center offers a 
wide range of services. It provides academic 
advising to students who have not been 
assigned a faculty adviser and supplements 
the delivery of academic information to 
students who need questions answered 
when their assigned adviser is not avail- 
able. 

The academic advising center provides: 

‘Information about academic programs 
information about course requirements and 
electives; 

-Help with course registration and se- 
lection; 

*Evaluation of NECC transcripts and 
graduation audits; 

-Transfer information and assistance. 

-Referral to College Support Service; 

+ Information about alternative ways to 
earn credit. 

Now that the center is a permanent 
fixture on campus, plans for further ex- 
tending the services offered are in the works. 

“We hope to develop more services for 
students planning to transfer to four-year 
colleges and universities,” said Paula 
Strangie, acting director of the academic 
advising center. 

NECC has hired two new staff members 
this year to help her develop these new 
services and to help with the influx of 
students seeking academic advice. 

Strangie said the advising center has 
always offered transfer counseling, but Pat 
Rose was hired as a full-time academic and 
transfer counselor to specifically address 
students questions about transferring. 

Rose will also be acting as an academic 
counselor, as will the other new part-time 
member to the staff, Kathy Milluzzo, aca- 
demic adviser. 

Among the new services Strangie hopes 
to offer are: 

V More workshops, 

VY More schools which attend NECC’s 
College Transfer Day, 

Y More numerous and frequent indi- 
vidual college transfer days on campus. 

Individual college transfer days are a 
service which Strangie implemented last 
year. Having the colleges come one at a 
time throughout the academic year offers 
students the opportunity to ask more spe- 
cific, detailed questions in a more relaxed 
atmosphere. 

This year, Transfer Day will be held Oct. 20 
from 10 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. in the cafeteria. 

Admissions counselors from area col- 
leges and universities will be present to 
assist students with questions. 

“It’s a good idea for new students in 
transfer programs to begin to explore op- 
tions regarding where they will transfer,” 
Strangie said. 

To better prepare themselves prior to 
transfer day, students may want to pick up 
a transfer packet, prepare a list of specific 
questions they would like answered, and if 
they are graduating, students should bring 
along a copy of their transcript. 

Some colleges offer on the spot admis- 
sion if the student has everything in order. 

Strangie said there is another benefit to 
attending these transfer days. 

“It [also] helps faculty and staff advisers 
do a better job of advising, and students can 
ensure that the majority of their courses 
will transfer,” she said. “Schools have their 
own individual idiosyncrasies, therefore 
students need to be careful in choosing 
their electives and they need to ask the 
right questions so that they'll be better 
equipped to make the right decisions.” 

This is where the advising center can be 
of help. Students who are seeking academic 
advice can find assistance in B-204 on the 
Haverhill campus, Monday to Thursday from 
9 a.m. to 7 p.m., Friday from 9 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m., Saturday from 8 a.m. to 12 p.m. andin

Learning Accommodations Assistants 


The primary role of a Learning Accommodations Assistant is to assist a student who has a 
documented disability in a class and/or during a testing situation. The disability can create a 
communication, participation or a learning barrier for the student. This type of 
accommodation is not there to provide an unfair advantage for the students who utilize them, 
but rather to assure equal accessibility for someone with a different mode of learning.

Notetaker: A Notetaker is a person who takes notes in class using a special Notetaker- 
Notebook, which has a supply of NCR Paper. This “No Carbon Required” paper allows the 
student to receive an immediate copy of notes at the end of class. The notetaker records 
whatever information is necessary to capture the important areas that are covered during 
lecture, discussion, homework assignments etc., while omitting any personal opinions. 


Scribe: A Scribe writes down what the student dictates either during in class assignments or 
during a testing situation. Like the notetaker, the scribe must not reflect his own opinions in 
the writing material. For example, the scribe must wait until the student instructs him/her to 
write down the response. 


Classroom Assistant: A Classroom Assistant assists a student with a physical disability 
in order to ensure equal participation in a classroom activity. For example, a classroom 
assistant may help hold an instrument during an in-class lab activity. 


Reader: A Reader reads materials to a student, as needed either for in class assignments or 
during a testing situation. A reader may also read textbook chapters, syllabi and various 
handouts onto cassette tapes, which would then be given to the student. 


Visual Aid: A Visual Aid describes objects, diagrams or lab material to someone who is 
low vision or blind. The visual aid may also act as a reader if there is also reading 
material.

he fall semester is upon us,

VOLLEYBALL 

The women’s volleyball team, 
coached by Sue MacAvoy, expects 
to improve ona 2-7 record from last 
year. The team will have experi- 
ence as well as talent from return- 
ing starters Amanda Walton, 
Kristen St. Louis and Caroline Dunn. 

MacAvoy will look to those 
three players to provide the team 
with leadership and poise. 

“I would like to see them help 
the new players on the court, as 
well as off of it,” she said. She 
hopes to field a full team of 10 to 
12 players for this season. 

MacAvoy pointed out that 
though she wants to see the team 
win whenever possible, her main 
goals are to make sure her players 
have a good time and bond with 
each other. 

Because Northern Essex is the 
only two-year college in this re- 
gion to offer volleyball as a sport, 
the team is forced to play four- 


year schools that often have play- 
ers with two or three years of 
experience. In contrast, the North- 
ern Essex team has many of play- 
ers who are just getting started in 
volleyball, so it makes competing 
with the four-year colleges diffi- 
cult, MacAvoy said. 


CROSS COUNTRY 

Unlike the volleyball team, the 
men’s cross country team does 
not have any returning runners 
to help lead. Though they may be 
a squad made up entirely of first- 
year runners, the team’s coach 
Dawn Caputo has high hopes for 
the program, which is going into 
its third year of existence. 

Caputo was able to recruit some 
talented runners who she expects 
will make the team successful in 
its first year of actual league com- 
petition. 

During the past two years the 
program was just being estab- 
lished, and there were not enough 
runners to field a full men’s team. 
However, this year is different. 

“We have avery solid team this 
year,” Caputo said. 

Not only did Caputo recruit 
men to field a team, she also re- 
cruited some female runners to 
build for a full women’s team in 
the near future. 

Caputo said she encourages her 
runners to win, but says that it is 
more important that each runner 
achieves his or her goals. 

A runner herself, she says, “It 
has been the passion of my life for 
30 years.”

He endured a car ac- 
cident that nearly cost 
him his life. 

“T was in and out of the hospi- 
tal for two months,” Chipman re- 
called. “It didn’t do much for my 
swing, I'll tell you.” 

That accident prevented him 
from achieving his goal of being a 
university-bound golfer. But 
through hard work and plenty of 
support, he eventually made it to 
a college team—at NECC—and 
worked his way back to the top. 

Last spring, he represented 
Northern Essex at the Nationals by 
achieving the Junior College Divi- 


sion II] Championship qualification. 

Chipman credited his coach, 
Donna Felisberto, with some of his 
success: “Donna is a very gracious 
woman, and also my biggest sup- 
porter. She really accommodated me 
and the golf program well.” 

Felisberto, the head coach of the 
NECC golf team, 
also enjoys giving 
credit where she 
feels it is due. 

“Sean is a plea- 
sure to coach. He 
is a hard worker, 
and represented 
our college well,” 
she said. “We are 
really hoping for 
his return in the 
spring. Ijust can’t 
say enough good 
things about 
him.” 

Three years 
ago, the Northern 
Essex Intercollegiate Golf Team was 
revived by Felisberto, who also works 
at NECC as the Student Activities 
secretary. Under her guidance, the 
golfteam has had two national quali- 
fiers and two NJ.C.A.A. All-Region 
XXI finishes (by Chipman in 2000 
and John Pickles in 1998).

Arthur Ashe Award 


@ NECC basketball

aki Phillips of Derry, N.H., a 
Pp Dean’s List student and bas 
ketball co-captain, is one of 
five community college students 
in the country to receive an Arthur 
Ashe Jr. Sports Scholar Award. 
The award was presented by 
the publishers of Black Issues in 
Higher Education to Phillips in 
recognition of his academic and 
athletic achievements and his in- 
volvement in community service. 
Phillips, a graphic design major, 
was nominated for the award by 
athletic director Sue MacAvoy. 
“Paki is a great leader, role 
model and person. He works hard 


at everything and it shows,” 
MacAvoy said. 

A 1998 graduate of Pinkerton 
High School, Phillips was co-cap- 
tain of the NECC men’s basketball 
team and helped lead them to the 
National Junior College Athletic 
Association (NJCAA) State Finals 
in 1999. The team was awarded 
the NECC President’s Cup Trophy 
for their efforts. 

In addition, Phillips is a Dean’s 
List student, serves as a Presiden- 
tial Student Ambassador for the 
college, and has volunteered many 
hours of community service at 
Integrated Health Services, a nurs- 
ing home in Derry. 

Phillips, the son of George and 
Jamila Phillips, plans to move to 
California and seek his bachelor’s 
degree in graphic design after 
graduating from NECC this De- 
cember. 


“This is a great honor,” said 
Phillips, soon after learning that 
he had received the award. “I have 
the greatest respect for Arthur 
Ashe as an athlete and an indi- 
vidual, and I am very excited and 
proud to be connected with his 
name and legacy.” 

Arthur Ashe was one of the 
most prominent tennis players of 
the 20th century, winning three 
Grand Slam singles titles and more 
than 800 career victories through- 
out his career in the 1960s and 
1970s. 

Ashe was also known as an 
articulate and powerful spokes- 
person who used his fame to speak 
out on inequities in tennis and 
society. Ashe died in 1993 of com- 
plications from AIDS, which he 
contracted from a tainted blood 
transfusion during heart surgery 
in 1983.
